An Impudent Claim. | 

One of the most remarkable features of 
the Free State election campaign is the 
unparalleled effrontery of Mr. Eamon de 
Valera. This man, who a few weeks ago 
‘disgusted the civilised world by his 
cynical attitude towards the oath of 
allegiance in the Constitution, is posing 
now as an apostle of righteousness, and 
is soliciting the votes of the electorate in 
support, forsooth, of his economic policy. 
The Irish people are notoriously tolerant 
of imposters, but surely, in all their 
history, they never have been deceived 
by a more arrant humbug than the present 
leader of: Fianna Fáil. What is Mr. de 
Valera's record in Irish affairs? Six 
years ago he had a high reputation 
for personal integrity and _— single- 
ness. of purpose, and, even when 
he - refused to accept the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty, he retained the respect of large 
sections of the community. Mr. de 
Valera denounced the Treaty as a 
humiliating document, asserting that no 
self-respecting Irishman ever could sub- 
scribe to an oath of allegiance to ‘‘a 
foreign’ king.” His feeling was so intense, 
and his eloquence so persuasive, that he 
induced . many thousands of ignorant 
men to take up arms against the Treaty ; 
and for two terrible years Ireland was 
laid waste by civil war. Hundreds of 
valuable young lives were sacrificed to 
Mr. de Valera’s vanity; scores of beauti-' 
ful homes were razed to the ground; 
material damage to the extent of soni 
£33,000,000, and moral damage which 
cannot be estimated in terms of cash, 
were inflicted on a country that just was 
emerging from a revolution. The great 
anarch of this hideous upheaval was 
the man who. now, with amazing im- 
pudence, asks his victims to place him in 
power. 

One may search Mr. de Valera’s career 
in vain for a single shred of statesman- 
ship. His influence in Irish politics has 
been purely destructive, and after his 
recent perjury he stands exposed as a 
mere charlatan without even the rags of 
a reputation to cover the nakedness of his 
shame. What is the “economic policy ”’ 
which he and his party offer? They have 
made so many contradictory statements 
that analysis is difficult, but the first 
item in their programme seems to be higa 
protection: Mr. de Valera talks airily of 
placing an immediate embargo on flour 
imports, although he must know quite 
well that the Free State mills could not 
supply a tithe of the demand; and most 
of his other proposals are equally fatuous. 
He will reduce all official salaries, 
increase old age pensions, restore the ten 
per cent. that Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern-. 
ment was forced to take from the salaries 
of primary teachers, and, finally, '' re- 
open” the financial settlement with 
England. By, this means, he asserts, the 
economic condition of the Free State will 
be transformed. Work will be provided 
for everybody; nobody will want. Indus- 
tries will spring up like mushrooms and 
emigration will cease. The adverse trade 
balance will vanish; bank: deposits will 
begin to rise again, and under the 
beneficent rule of Fianna Fáil the Irish 
Free State will become the envy of 
Europe. ‘‘A nation cannot march on an 
empty stomach,” declares Mr. de Valera 
sententiously ; our first and most 
strenuous efforts must be devoted to 
repairing the present economic ruin,” 
For sheer cynicism this pronouncement 
cannot ‘be surpassed. - The wreckers are 
proferring their services as mfster- 
builders; the architects: of “Ireland's 
misery are appearing now in the róil of 
national saviours. | i

There is a great deal more of this kind of 


nonsense, enunciated with all the 
solemnity of gospel truth. A more fantastic 
policy never has been propounded by 1 
political leader; yet there are thousands 
of peoplé in the Free State who regard 
its author as an inspired statesman. How 
long will the imposture be tolerated? On 
the day after to-morrow the country will 
have a chance to pronounce a final judg- 
ment on Mr. de Valera and his associatés. 
If the people of the Irish Free State are 
not completely devoid of common sanity, 
that judgment will be severe. Saorstdt 
Eireann itself is on trial before the jury 
of the world, and even a qualified 
-approval of these preposterous persons will 
damn the State. 


Spain and Africa. 

Recently it was announced that England 
finally had abandoned the project of a 
tunnel connecting Great Britain with the 
Continent. The economic benefits likely ' 
to be derived from the scheme probably 
. would not outweigh its cost in initial out- 
lay and in upkeep. England, as the great 
sea-carrying nation, trading with the ends 
of the eari:, would have little to gain by 
becoming, as it were, a part of the con- 
tinental fabric. Aerial traffic, moreover, 
has simplified communication with the 
Continent. By aeroplane mails can be 
sent from London to Paris in much less 
time than would be taken by the railroad 
and sea route, and travellers having 
urgent business find it convenient to cross 
the Channel in the same fashion. The 
abandoned project appears to ‘ave 
prompted Spanish ingenuity. . It is re- 
ported in El Debate that an officer of the 
Artillery has drawn up a plan, and sub- 
mitted it to the King of Spain, for the 
construction of a tunnel under the Straits 
of Gibraltar. From Algeciras, the Spanish 
port in the shadow of Gibraltar, to Ceuta, 
the Spanish base on the opposite African 
shore, is a distance slightly less than from 
Dover to Calais. The undertaking, there- 
fore, would not be more formidable than 
that which was favoured so highly by 
French engineers. It would differ, how- 
ever, from thé abandoned Franco-British 
scheme in that it would form a link be- 
tween two continents. Constantinople 
owed its importance in history to its 
domination of intercourse between Europe 
and Asia, and a tunnel at the Straits of 
Gibraltar might give to. Algeciras the im- 
portance of being Europe's link with what 
promises to become the wealthiest and 
most populous part of Africa. Since 
Spain has lost her American Empire the 
tides of commerce have passed her by. 
Tha proposed tunnel would put an end to 
Spain’s isolation. Northern Africa, now 
that its tribal lawlessness is being brought 
to a close, is certain to become an impor- 
tant economic centre. Minerals are there 
in plenty; Morocco is fitted by Nature 
to become one of the world’s great 
granaries, and the climate is congenial 
to the white race. It is claimed that not 
merely would the trade of this important 
area be caused to flow largely through 
Spain if the tunnel were constructed, but 
the tunnel would become a link, via 
Western Africa, with South America. 
Dakar, in Senegal, is the natural “taking 
off’’ base for aerial flights to Pernambuco. 
The scheme is ambitious and fascinating ; 
but it would involve a great transport re- 
volution within Spain as well as in Africa. 
It is pointed out in Hl Debate that, be- 
fore Spain can be made a link in inter- 
national land transport, her great rail- 
ways must be altered to the same gauge 
as those general in the rest of Europe, 
so that transfer from train to train at the 
French frontier may be eliminated. 


Lost Exploters. 


More than two years ago an expedi- 
tion, led by Colonel P. H. Fawcett, set 
out to look for traces of a lost civilisation 
in South America. Nothing since has been 
heard of the explorers, but now, accord- 
ing to an unconfirmed report, Colone: 
Fawcett, with two other white men, has 
been found living in the heart of the 
Brazilian jungle. It is said that, 
fascinated by the beauty of tropical 
nature, they spend their time in fishing 
and hunting, and ‘have lost al] desire to 
return to civilisation. This report, if it 
is true, illustrates the difficulty of getting 
lost in the modern world. ‘‘There is a 
pleasure in +the pathless woods’’—to 
which our century seems to be hostile. 
lf the timber merchant does not make 
paths ih the woods, the aeroplane or 
some instrument of rapid transit surely 
will confront a would-be Thoreau before 
the end of his days. The interior of 
South America has held its ground even 
to the presént day as a terra incognita, 
where writers of fiction might place an 
unknown branch of the Incas—living in 
a high degree of civilisation—without fear 
of contradiction by the atlas. Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, indeed, went further and 
peopled it with an interesting collection 
of prehistoric monsters; and who could 
accuse him of romancing? Now the great 
forests of the Amazon basin have yielded 
to the ‘“roadster.’”’ It is said that 
Colonel Fawcett was found by a motor 
car expedition financed by the Brazilian 
Government, which is investigating the

A Dublin audience sat silent and awed last 
night when, at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, 
there was the first production of the version 
by Mr. W. B. Yeats of the ‘‘Cdipus in 
Colonus ' of Sophocles. For two hours there 
was not a sound in the auditorium; with the 
last curtain the crowded theatre broke out 
into tumultuous applause. It was a triumph 
for adapter, producer and players. 

As in ‘*‘ Edipus Rex,” the first in uence 
of the Theban Trilogy, Mr. Yeats has followed 
closely on the standard translations. The 
choruses are delivered in a plan rhymed 
chant composed by Mr. Lennox Robinson, and 
which moved to a fine rhetorical rhythm. 
Distin@tive of this newest version is the 
poetry of the choruses, whose beauty was 
apparent even through the music of the chant. 

here is no sentimentality in Sophocles, 
who is the realist amongst dramatists. We 
got that conviction even stronger last night, 
when we saw ‘‘(Edipus” and his undeserved 
miseries placed before us by the Abbey 
Players. e had a play that was real to 
the people to whom it was given, as real, as 
appealing to the imagination as if it were 
not the half-mythical thing that enthralled 
the men of Athéns almost twenty centuries 
ago. While there is more dramatic action in 
'“ CEdipus Rex,” there is a beauty in the 
‘‘Colonus” that moves even the dullest 
imagination. 

Produced simply, there was nothing to 
draw the mind away from the tragedy of the 
play itself, nor to detract from the intellec- 
tual power of the language. 

The chorus was placed on one side of the 
stage, an arrangement which, if not strictly 
in tradition, allowed the words to get over 
more satisfactorily. 

Mr. McCorshick improved even upon his 
study of the (Edipus in the first play of the 
me He portrayed perfectly the broken 
old man, now filled with the spirit of 
prophecy, made milder and calmer by his 
years of suffering. His cursing of his son 
was without rage; his denunciation of Creon 
without bitterness of heart and lashing of 
tongue. Touching was the breaking down of 
the old man when his daughters were torn 
from him, and very beautiful his passing off 
the scene to lay himself down to die as the 
god had ordained it. Although he was con- 
tinuously on the stage for almost two hours, 
and had several long speeches. to make, Mr. 
McCormick never slackened. 

A surprise of the production was the play- 
ing of the daughters by Miss Richards and 
Miss Curling. The filial affection of the 
young women was made beautifully real b 
the simplest of simple acting, and those little 
touches. with which Abbey audiences are 
familiar. Miss Curling’s intonation was | son 
ticularly charming. Another fine individual 

ríormance was that of Mr. Dolan, who 
looked. spoke and carried himself every inch 
the king of the greaty city of truth, of piety 
and of justice. The chorus, led by Mr. 
Stephenson, was greatly appreciated. 

‘‘Crabbed Youth and Age,” the _ well- 
known clever little comedy by Mr. Robinson, 
which might have been written to show off 
the special gifts of the Abbey actresses, is 
the second piece on the week’s programme. 
In it Miss Delany, Miss Crowe, Miss Craig 
and Miss Hayden are individually and collec- 
tively successful. 


EXHIBITION OF ART. 
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MR. PATRICK TRENCH’S WORK, 


In an exhibition of some fifty paintings and 
drawings, now on view at aes Se St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, Mr. Patrick Trench 
is, for the most part, ver 
conventionally so. It is the first time that 
his work has been seen separate from that of 
other artists, and for that reason, if for no 
other, it is of interest to all who would keep 
in touch with the trend of present-day art. 

We like Mr. Trench best where his 
method: is least influenced by the _ ultra- 
modern. Such is the case in ‘‘ Francie ” (19), 
a very charming beer of a lady, with a 
yellow: background. There is subtlety “And 
simplicity in this canvas, two qualities which 
are well brought out by the light use of 
paint. It is a pleasant picture, if not suffi- 
ciently ‘“‘strong” for the advanced school 
of portraiture, It is, moreover, an excellent 
** likeness.’’ 

In “Two Heads” (3) there is fine drawing, 
even though the age tof will not app 
to everyone. ‘‘The Road “ (14) is a striking 
study. of a Dublin suburban scene, ana

The. speech “of Sir Austen Chamberlain 
at Geneva was much discussed in political 
circles to-day, and warm appreciation was 
general. It is the opinion of many that 
it would have been even better had such 
a speech been made to the Assembly of 
the League of Nations years ago. Our 
commitments to the League of Nations 
are extremely important and heavy, and 
it is agreed that there is no room for 
further obligations. The League of 
Nations Covenant’ compels the Leagne to 
take what action may be necessary in case 
oí war, or threat of war, while binding its 
members to break off all nrqone with 
the offending country. The Locarno Pact 
unites the European Powers et an agree- 
ment not to resort to war, and, in the 
eyent of aggression, to assist one another. 
These two covenants imply many respon- 
sibilities, and so Sir Austen Chamberlain 
is commended for taking such definite 
steps to bring these responsibilities to the 
notice of those who reproach this country 
for not entering upon further burdens. 


The Schneider Cup. 


One of our secret aeroplanes, built with 
so much care and expense for entry in the 
Schneider Cup contest off the Lido, has 
crashed, and is so severely damaged fhat 
it will not be able to take part in the 
race on Sunday week. The plane, which 
is under water, is to be raised, but it is 
unlikely that this can be done in time 
for it to be made effective for the contest. 
Great secrecy surrounded the building of 
this and the other British aeroplanes 
entered, as well as the records of the 
speeds attending their trials, and great 
hopes were entertained for their success. 
One of the Italian ‘planes entered is 
reported to have flown at the rate of three 
hundred miles an hour, or five miles a 
minute. This gives some idea of the pace 
that will be needed if a British ’plane is 
to be successful. 


Ocean Flights. 


An interesting point in connection with 
trans-ocean flights is the expense attending 
searches made by liners when aeroplanes 
are lost. It is estimated that the loss to 
a shipping company may easily amount to 
one thousand pounds, or more, every da) 
when engaged in such operation. The 
traditions of the sea are-all powerful, and 
the duty to save life, if possible, is 
recognised as paramount, but, while a 
ship in distress is assumed to have been 
seaworthy before starting on a voyage, 
there can be no such guarantee in the case 
of an aeroplane. Then again, the question 
of salvage comes into play. A vessel 
salved means that expenses are met, but 
in the case of an aeroplame there is little 
or nothing to salve. In such circum- 
stances, it is no light matter to expect 
ocean liners to spend a great amount of 
time searching a waste of waters for some- 
thing that might not be there. 


King Boris. 


The King of Bulgaria, who has been on 
a visit to Sir Kay and Lady Muir at their 
Scottish home at Deanston, is to come to 
London in the course of the week. His 
visit will be of a private character, and, 
if possible, his incognito is to be main- 
|tained most thoroughly, even at his hotel. 
It is the first opportunity King Boris 
has had of seeing London, and he intends 
to make the best use of his timer It is 
thought that he may pay a private visit 
to the King and Queen at Balmoral, if 
occasion serves, but, if not, he will come 
to London on a more formal visit next 
year. 


The Princes’ Return. 


The return of the Prince of Wales and 
Prince George is the outstanding social 
event of the week. They are expected to 
arrive in London on Wednesday, but it :s 
unlikely that they will make a prolonged 
stay in town, and may proceed almost at 
once to Balmoral for a visit. The Prince 
will have a httle tithe to himself, however ; 
for he has few public engagements in the 
near future. He may take advantage of 
this to visit his hunting quarters on his 
way north. It is understood that the 
Prince will make an early inspection of 
Marlborough House, which soon will be 
ready for his occupation. 


New Tariffs. 


Some interesting details respecting the 
new tariffs, imposed by France on goods 
from the United States, have just come 
to hand, and it appears that the American 
manufacturers are amazed to find that, 
instead of the new charges of tariff 
ranging around sixty per cent., as they 
expected, many amount to two hundred 
per cent. Last year France exported to 
the United States about £30,000,000 worth 
of goods, while she imported from the 
same place goods worth more than 
£52,000,000. If some kind of arrangement 
cannot be made, it appears that the 
United States manufacturers may lose a 
sum variously estimated at twenty to 
thirty. million pounds. The “charges, in 
some instances, are prohibitive, electrical 
equipment, for example, being marked for 
an increase of duty amounting to eight 
hundred per cent. It is now becoming 
apparent to traders in New York that it 
is becoming impossib'« for the ‘States to 
continue taxing foreign goods without 
other countries replying in kind. 


A Fantastic Programme. 


“When the extreme Natiomal Left wing 
movement conference takes place in 
London in October, a programme is to 
be submitted which must have been drawn 
up by school children; for the items 
include ¢ontrol of schools by scholars and 
free meals for all children attending them. 
A few other points are the abolition of 
the British Empire, of the House of Lords 
and the Monarchy, a capital levy, repudia 
tion of the Versailles Treaty, rationing o! 
houses, and nationalisation without com 
pensation of all basic industries. In the 
circumstances, it is not surprising that 
there also is to be a discussion on new 
leadership of the Labour Party “pledged 
to conduct a merciless struggle against 
capitalism.” 


Greyhound Racing. 


A new greyhound racecourse is to be 
opened at Harringay to-morrow evening, 
when the first meeting will be held. The 
new course is constructed on a site which 
was once a dump for the earth taken from 
underneath London, when the under- 
ground railways were built. The twenty 
acre site has now been converted into a 
well-appointed conrse, with terraced banks 
round the track, on which racing wil: be 
given on alternate nights to those at the 
White City. . Accommodation is provided 
for something like fifty thousand people. 


Flats for Workers. 


A scheme to provide flats for working- 
meu in Central London is to be carried 
out, if the Marylebone Council can secure 
oficial sanction. It is to cost about a 
million pounds, and it is proposed to clear 
away a’great number of tenement houses, 
‘and to erect lofty blocks of dwellings in 
their place. ese blocks would be 
divided into flats of two, thyee or four 
irochas with all modern conveniences, and 
the rent would be reasonable. It is new 
barmovadnstin. oy that wih marrying, <a? & 
many great housing mes in,the outer 
suburbs has had small effect on the 
demand for accommodation by the working 
classes in the central districts.

WEEK. —— 


VARIED ATTRACTIONS, 
Pia te ACS 


At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, in Clery’s Restaurant, Major 
Bryan Cooper presiding, Mr. J. Hubbard 
Ciark outlined the arrangements for Ciyic 
Week in Dublin, which begins next Satur- 
day, and spoke of te progress that had 
been made. The Committee had received 
up to the present, he gaid, guarantees 
amounting to £8,466, and there had been 
received in subscriptions £1,836. There 
wac, he said, room for improvement in 
both classes of assistance before the lists 


were closed. i 

Some critics had not yet subscribed 
asked what was going to be done with the 
money. For one _ thing, the Revenue 
authority had compelled him to lodge a 
cheque for £1,000 as against the amusement 
tax. The Executive Committee were satisfied 
with the progress that had been made in 
bringing every section of the display as near 
perfection as possible. Having alluded to 
these various sections, which were given in 
last Saturday's Jrish Times, he ventured to 
think that the citizens would be pleased 
with the decorative structure on O’Connell 
Bridge. The Committee could not spend 
money in decorating every part of the city, 
and he thought that the ornamental erection 
en the bridge would give the best value, 
and would look to great advantage when it 
was lighted up, in conjunction with the 
lighted boats on the river. Besides the 
other attractions, lectures on public health 
would be given in the. hospitals, which 
would be open to the public. The Munici- 
pal Exhibition would afford the citizens an 
opportunity of becoming acquainted with the 
inner side of the work of the Civic Com- 
missioners, and the property which here 
belonged to themselves. ‘There would be 
demonstrations at the Agricultural College, 
Glasnevin, and interesting lectures at Univer- 
sity College and at Trinity College. 

' THE MILITARY TATTOO. 

Among the most attractive spectacles 
would be the military tattoo, which, through 
the kindness of the Irish Rugby Football 
Union, would be given on three nights at 
Lansdowne road. a the Arts Section would 
be shown valuable pictures which were never 
before seen in Dublin, and the costume ball 
and the beauty competition would have their 
own special attractions. In conclusion, Mr., 
Clark said «that the Committee had taken 
insurance’ against eventualities which they 
hoped would not occur. 

Mr. P. J. Lawrence, moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Clarke, said that not only the 
city but the whole country owed him thanks 
for the work he had done. A great deal of 
work was entailed in the preparations for 
the celebration, and, were it not for the 
assistance that was given by hundreds of 
voluntary workers, the project would be 
almost impossible to carry out. It was now 
for the citizens and visitors to show their 
appreciation by visiting every function and 
section of the celebration. 


LACK OF PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

Sir Thomas Robinson, seconding, said that, 
notwithstanding what had already been done 
by merchants and shopkeepers, there was 
still a great lack of public spirit with regard 
to helping the work.

DAUGHTER’S DEATH.

He had just been in bed 
valf-an-hour, 

Coroner—In refusing to go, did you not 
consider that you were taking some risk? I 
thought that I had a right to decide whether 
I would attend or. not. 

Was it because you thought that she was 
not seriously ill, or because you had just 
come in, that you did not go? Both; nine 
out of ten of these cases at night that are 
always in a hurry are spurious. 

Am I to take it that whether she was 
Seriously ill or not, you would not go? | 
was tired; Í was after being out, and I was 
not going out again. 

Coroner—Whether serious or not? I did 
not think it serious. 

Doctor William Keohane said that when 
he was told that the girl had been ill from 
ten he told the man that it was about time 
that he woke up. He considered half these 
cases were bogus, with the result that he 
did not go. In fact, ninety per cent. of these 
night calls which doctors got were bogus, 
and not .urgent at all... He. did not think 
that if the girl had got medical aid her life 
would have been. saved. There was an 
epidemic of diarrhaa about at present, and 
it was associated with these pains. He con- 
sidered that this case was one of these, and 
not urgent. It was on these grounds that 
he took his stand, 

Doctor E. A. Maguire said that he had a 
maternity case to attend, otherwise he would 
probably have gone to see the girl. 

Doctor Alex. N. Craig, dispensary doctor, 
said that he admitted that he should have 
attended the girl; but he had a lot of cases 
that day; and was very tired. He admitted 
that that was no excuse; but he was very 
fatigued. He had seen the firl on the Wed- 


nesday, when she had a pain in her side. | 


The Jury considered that a post-mortem 
was necessary, and the inquest was adjourned 
pending the result.

Going into details of the Government's 
policy of the last five years, the President said 
that their aim had been to increase population 
in every direction. He went on to outline 
the efforts made to alleviate the evil of unem- 
ployment, and the endeavours of the Govern- 
ment to stimulate industry side by side with 
improving existing services and providing 
some new ones. 

NO FANCY PROPOSALS. 

The Government, he said, had reduced 
taxation. It had not put on its election 
'postérs fancy proposals to catch the ular 
eye. Other parties could put forward what 
dazzling & “gs” they liked, but the 
electors, if they were wise, would insist on 
the acceptance. by ev party seeking their 
votes of the two ‘fundamental principles that 
a Government should pay its way and keep 
its word. 

In a reference to the civil war, he said :— 
“ You can estimate the military genius of 
the people who sunk two vessels in the 
Channel here at Passage West, and who de- 
stroyed Mallow Bridge in an endeayour to 
isolate Cork. But the great military geniuses 
made the mistake of sinking one vessel at 
one side of the Channel and another at the 
other side, leaving the Passage free. 
(Laughter.) Was it for love of Cork they cut 
the Mallow Bridge?) And, now, héaring 
this talk of forgive amd. forget, is it any 
wonder: that ‘there are fathers and mothers 
who wilf not forget those who lost their lives 
in that terrible conflict.’’ 

The remark of the President that evoked 
applause was:—‘‘I stand for conflict when 
the rights and privileges of the ple are 
assailed, and if returned to power I intend to 
put the Public Safety Act into operation to 
secure for the future Governments of this 
country. that their Ministers will not be shot 
down, that if there is to be a change of Go- 
vernment it will not be by violent means.’’ 

‘Referring to recent criticisms “of the 
measure, the President said ;—' Here 
in Cork City you hava a member 
of the Irish Free State Senate, Mr. Dowdall, 
who denounced the Public Safety. Act. Ask 
him when he comes here next why he did not 
vote against it. We pay his way up and 
back, and we compensate him for his time. 
It would be his duty, if he considered that 


we were interfering with the people 's rights, 


to come up and vote, but he did not do so.” 

The Government’s policy during the last 
five years was designed to attract indus- 
trialists and manufacturers and to secure the 
confidence of the business community. 

““Our opponents,” he commented, “tell 
you that they can do the same and almost 
anything else if only Éis forgive and forget.” 

The great need of the moment was stability 
public order, the putting down of the gun- 
man, securing the liberty of the -eople and 
the sacredness of human life, and. the honour- 
ing by public representatives of any and every 
undertaking. given from election platforms. 
National honour should be the prime con- 
sideration in the present election. 

The President, in conclusion, referred to 
the assassination of Mr. O'Higgins and the 
sea Parliamentary combination which: 
was formed to throw out the Government, 
"That was not statesmanship,” he said: “I 
was shortsightedness; and i hope that the 
people will give their answer to the men 
who were capable of using a petty little dis- 
pute practically to téll the assassins, ‘ That 
is the wav to change a Government.’ ”’ 

MR. WALSH’S EXCUSE. 

Mr. Thomas Jones, Chairman of Passage 
West Urban Council, who ‘presided, said that 
up to recently one of their representatives had 
been a man who, to give him his due, had 
tried to do his best-for the tnemploved.. He 
nae ne going at, sé Ea be when, un- 
ortunately, he got + ip et tariff reform, 
and thet i left the aill of Passage West 
alone in their glory.

O’Connell Bridge, Dublin. In the absence of 
waiting-room accommodation upwards of 
10,000 gers are compelled, in all kinds 
of weather conditions, to linger daily on the 
neighbouring quaysides and footpaths, ‘The 
fortunate few possibly find cover and comfort 

in a friendly shop or hostelry. 

Even -on inclement summer evenings the 
picture so produced is one of serious dis- 
comfort and inconvenience, With the advent 
of winter months the stage of mere incon- 
venience will pass into a prolonged period 
of the gravest risk 10 health. olds, 
rheumatism, pneumonia, must exact their toll 
of life in the absence of weather protection. 
It is not prudent to wait for the actual 
picture of crowds of passengers—for Belfast, 
Clontarf, Limerick, Bray, Athlone and Kings- 
town—shivering in rain, cold and darkness 
before necessary precautions are taken. Even 
now action by the public health authority— 
the Civic Commissioners—is overdue. 

Fortunately, an opportunity has been 
grá by the promoters oí Civic Week. 
‘he suggestion has been made that a tem- 
porary roof, and a few panes of glass, should 

added to the structure just completed, 
and that thereby necessary and extremely 
convenient sheiter should be provided for 
the coming winter. ‘The present structure 
is admittedly so designed as to be suitable

DICTATED IN 1922. 


Messrs, Duggan and Matthews addressed an 
exceedingly large meeting last night in 
Athboy, hitherto regarded as a Republican 
arr ld. The proceedings were most 
orderly, and the utmost enthusiasm prevailed. 

The Chairman (Mr. James McCann) read 
the following letter from the Parish Priest, 
the Rev. Father O’Tarrell, Athboy, County 
Meath :—“ I hope the two Government can- 
didates for Meath. wil. be returned with a 
big majority. . There should be no apathy 
on the part of the electors; all should vote. 
The farmers should note that in the inter- 
view given by Mr.—do Valera last June to 
the Manchester Guardian he pro to put 
& fixed permanent tax on the land. This 
is landlordism revived in a new form.”’ 

Mr. Duggan, who was loudly cheered, said 
that an entirely new situation arisen 
since he was last there in that town address- 
ing the voters. When a critical division 
was recently taken in the Dail they had two 
votes from Meath against the Government. 
and only one for. They were there that 
night to ask them to reverse that position on 
Thursday. Let them contrast what the Go- 
vernment had done for the country during 
the last five years with what Mr. de Valera 
and his followers had done. 

BEFORE THE TREATY WAS SIGNED. 

Mr. Duggan recalled that the very Satur- 
day before the Treaty was signed 
Valera himself .dictated to them in the Man- 
sion House in Dablin. an oath identical i 
meaning with oath ‘that is in the 
and. on the Saturday week. 
the’ Treaty was signed, he 
instructed them. that, so far 
was concerned, he was satisfied that they 
should agree to a provision being put in the 
Treaty that their country should pay an 
annual money tribute to the King. They suc- 
ceeded in bringing back a Treaty containing 
an oath identical to that dictated by Mr. 
de Valera, but containing no provision to 
pay any tribute to any. king. y did he 
refuse to accept the Treaty! 

It was no pleasure to him, Mr. Duggan 
proceeded, to attack a man who was a former 
colleague of theirs; but as he was one of 
those chosen to negotiate the Treaty, and as 
he was their representative he thought they 
were entitled to know the situation. Mr. de 
Valera refused to accept the Treaty, because 
he never believed that Arthur Griffith and 
Michael Collins would succeed in getting the 
Treaty. They did, and it was for that reason 
that he refused to go to London, and insisted 
on Michael Collins going. Mr. de Valera 
was a very vain man. He became jeéaléis 
because Michael Collins ousted him from the 
position he occupied in the hearts of the Irish 
people. It was for that motive that this 
country was plunged into civil war. — For 
five years he marched round the country 
assuring the people that he would not take 
the oath. 

A  Voice— He 
(Laughter. ) 

He took the oath now to save his seat in 
the Dáil. That was the man of honour. 
His vanity had to be satisfied; he had to 
have his revenge on the people, because the 
Dáil by a majority accepted the Treaty. 
What was there in the oath that any reason. 
able, patriotie Irishman could object to? 
Absolutely nothing. It. was an oath of 
allegiance to the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State, and a promise that they would 
keep the bargain they made with Britain in 
1922. (Hear, hear.) He found no difference 
in that oath and the one Mr. de Valera 
dictated. . 

NOW “A MERE FORMULA." 

He had challenged him over that from 
every platform, and de Valera never 
attempted to deny it. The oath was in the 
custody of the Clerk of the Dáil. Mr. de 
Valera knew it was there, and that it could 
be produced, and it was for that reason that 
he was afraid to face the issue. He had dis- 
covered that the oath was an ar for- 
mula.” It was a great pity that 
or 1,600 young men who lost. their lives could 
not now come back and find it was a“ mere 
formula.” (Applause.) The Government had 
to borrow ten millions years ago, and another 
ten millions would have to be borrowed.

‘AGENT CHARGED WITH FALSE 
PRETENCES. 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

William J. Toner, described as an 
auctioneer and land agent, of 1 Upper 
George’s street, Kingstown, was char by
